In Soil Bank

Charles R. Gibson, chairman of 
the Morgan County A SC commit­ 
tee. stated Saturday that, Aug. 1 is 
the final date for farm ers to dis­ 
pose of excess corn acreage in 
order to attain price support elig­ 
ibility or soil bank compliance. 
All farm ers who have corn 
acreage 
reserve 
agreements 
should make certain that their 
corn acreage is within the per­ 
mitted acreage as set forth on the 
agreement. Failure to meet this 
requirement means loss of pay­ 
ment. plus liability for a 
civil 
penalty. Likewise, all farmer» in­ 
terested in price support for corn 
should make certain that their 
¡corn acreage is within the allot­ 
ment by the Aug. 1 date. 
“Mo6t farm ers who cooperated 
with our reporters have already 
received official notice of their 
acreages 
and 
therefore 
know 
where they stand. 
Should such 
notice have been delayed through 
no fault of the farm er, a limited 
extension of time, for disposition 
of excess corn, beyond the estab­ 
lished Aug. 1 date may be grant­ 
ed by this office,’* Gibson said. 
Farm ers who refused to permit 
measurement or who indicated 
they were not Interested in price 
support may still gain compliance 
if they adjust their acreage to the 
allotment by Aug. 1 and request a 
performance 
determination 
by 
posting a measurement fee. There 
is no extension of time beyond 
Aug, 1 for these farmers. 
Disposition of excess corn acre­ 
age. within the time limit, may be 
accomplished by plowing or disc­ 
ing in such manner as to prevent 
maturity or harvest. 
"Farm ers who are uncertain of 
their status or the action to be 
taken should call at the ASC of­ 
fice immediately,’* Gibson de­ 
clared.

*re a heavyweig ht champion of the world, i* a strict, prison-like place 
which, when the fig hter is doing roadwork or boxing or hitting the 
bag s, is used to harden his body and produce automatic reactions 
during a fig ht. 
The emphasis also Is on hav ing the y oung sav age ready men­ 
tally . The more on edge a fighter gets, the better. Tha t’s the sta n­ 
dard rule, so trainers cheat him at cards and rib him hour after 
hour. Or they leav e him alone and let the loneliness of the place 
sink in and anger him. 
By the time the warrior is broug ht to the city for the fig ht, he 
is a rock-hard, g rowling packag e of muscles that can’t wait to g et 
into the ring and take it out on somebody. 
It was this way with J ack Dempsey , who had a bev y of hard- 
faced guy s, truck driv er caps pulled down ov er the ev es, con­ 
stantly hawking him. With Rocky Marciano, there were people 
to do roadwork and others to rub him and some more to train 
him and ev ery body had an order the Block Buster had to carry 
•ut In the end. it had Marciano glad to retire.

But at Long Pond Inn. where Floyd Patterson is finishing train­ 
ing *or Hurricane Tommy Jackson at the Polo Grounds on July 29. 
there is none of this. There is only Patterson, q uiet and casually con- 
tident. This 22-year-old kid from Brooklyn g oes about his day easily 
nd reacts sheepishly to any fuss made about him. 
"I'm going on tele v ision,” he reminded Dan Florlo. “ I don't

For Ebbets Field, Polo Grounds

NEW YORK uP— Farewell Polo 
Grounds .

. goodbye Ebbets 
Field, Soon you will Be gone but 
never 
will 
you 
be 
forgotten 
Thanks for the memories . . . 
of rousing ball games, glorious 
victories, crushing defeats, unfor­ 
gettable heroes and heroics. 
The almost certain departure of 
the New York Giants and Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers for points W st next 
year means more than just the 
termination of a three-club major 
league dynasty in New York , , . 
more than the end of National 
leag ue representation in the na­ 
tion’s largest city . , . more than 
coast*to-coast expansion of the 
big leagues. It means the death 
of two of the most famed and 
storied 
parks 
in 
the 
baseball 
world. 
There have been better stadi­ 
ums, more spacious, more com­ 
fortable. perhaps cleaner, and cer­ 
tainly easier to reach but none 
cah match these two time-honor­ 
ed and venerable homes of the 
Giants and Dodgers when it comes 
to thrills, pathos, joys, sorrows, 
laughter, hysteria, sublime suc­ 
cess and utter failure. 
When the bulldozers begin their 
work ot destruction—for intended 
housing 
developments—they will 
wipe out forever ’he batter’s box, 
pitchers 
mound 
and 
baselines 
used by such heroes as Bill Terry, 
Mel Ott, Zach Wheat, Babe Her­ 
man, ‘Christy 
Mathewson, 
Nap 
Rucker, Pee Wee Reese and Wil- 
lie Mays. They will demolish the 
dugouts 
and 
clubhouses 
where 
J ohn McGraw and Wilbert Rob­ 
inson ruled They will tear up the 
bleachers whete some of the most 
loyal fans in the country, rooted 


and hooted 
But they will never 
obliterate the memories and the 
legends that were born and grew 
in the two parks with the shortest 
outfield walls in the major leagues 
Of the two parks it ts difficult 
to tell which is more famous al­ 
though the Polo Grounds outdates 
Ebbets Field by two years and 
outseats its Brooklyn facsimile, 
55 000 to 32.000. 
The Polo Grounds, called that 
because Polo had once been play­ 
ed on that site, was where the 
immortal C h r i s t y Mathewson 
pitched two of his three shutouts 
against the Philadelphia Athletics 
in the 1905 world series. 
Ebbets Field, the home of the 
“ Beloved Bums,” where the slo­ 
gan used to be “ wait until next 
year.” provided as many thrills 
and as much excitement as the 
Polo Grounds even If it waited 43 
years before it produced its first 
world champion It certainly pro­ 
vided more fun 
It has been said that the Dodger 
rooters are fans by instinct. Even 
in the dead of winter, some of the 
more hardy used to be seen push­ 
ing perambulators around Ebbets 
Field and looking longingly at the 
closed park, like a homing pigeon 
who found himself locked out at 
the end o' his return journey. Eb­ 
bets Field is where Nap Rucker 
pitched his no-hitter but was de­ 
prived of a perfect game because 
of three errors by the same play­ 
er; 
where Babe Herman hit a 
triple that resulted in a double 
play; where Casey Stengel gave 
the bird to an umpire by lifting 
his cap. allowing a sparrow to 
swoop out; where a fan leaped 
out of the giandstand and climbed 
on the back of umpire George 


Magekurth;

crashed into the outfield walls un­

THE NAVY'S NEW TRICK IS DONE WITH MIRRORS 
A mirror landing system for aircraft carriers, already credited with helping to cut pilots’ accidents 
more than one-third and sav ing taxpayers around $20,000,000 a year, has been officially adopted by 
the Nav y. The M irror Landing System, dem onstrated at Patuxent Riv er, Md., is the result of a nine- 
year Nav y research project. MLS represents cooperativ e efforts of the U.S. and B ritish Nav ies and 
American industry. The mirror adopted by the Nav y was dev eloped by Libbey-Owens-Ford Glass Co., 
and is being produced in quantity. Aboard a carrier (left photoi, the curv ed mirror (about 4x4 feet) is 
mounted in an autom atic stabilizing frame on the port side of the ship. The frame is electronically 
operated to compensate for the roll of the carrier. Four bright source lights are beamed into the mir­ 
ror from an aft position, forming a “meatball’ of light which is reflected to the pilot of the landing 
aircraft, As he descends, the pilot steers the plane so the “meatball'' (sk etch, right) appears in the 
center of the conclav e mirror. As long as he k eeps the ball of light in the center he is assured a per­ 
fect touchdown.

A Univ ersity o f Blino ia agro n­ 
o mist ex plain« why many farmers 
find sweet clo v er in their alfalfa 
fields. W. O. Sco tt say s many 
farmers think that the sweet clo v er 
result« fro m co ntaminated alf&l 
fa seed. But in v ery few cases 
will this happen, Sco tt empha­ 
sizes. 
The mo re likely reaso n fo r sweet 
clo v er gro wing tn alfalfa fields 
is the “ hard seed’* o f sweet clo v er 
that may stay in the so il fo r many 
y ears befo re it germinate*. Sco tt 
say s many farmers unjustly blame 
po o r alfalfa seed when the srweet 
clo v er actually co mes fro m sweet 
clo v er seed that matured o n the 
field so metime in the past fiv e to 
ten y ears. 
Sco tt cited an ex periment In 
No rth Dako ta where a field o f 
sweet clo v er was allo wed to ma­ 
ture fo r seed. At no time after 
that was sweet clo v er gro wn o n the 
field. But 14 y ear» later sweet 
clo v er was skill v o lunteering o n 
this field. 
So H y o u hav e sweet clo v er in 
y o ur alfalfa fields, Sco tt suggests 
that y o u think back o v er the past 
cro pping histo ry o f the field be­ 
fo re y o u blame y o ur alfalfa seed
